MINTY NO MORE 

Minneapolis council members move to ban menthols 



M inneapolis City Council mem¬ 
bers Lisa Bender and Cam 
Gordon want to ban the sale 
of minty tobacco products. It’s 
an expansion of rules adopted two years 
ago that restricted the sale of all flavored 
tobacco — which advocates say are pack¬ 
aged to look like candy in order to appeal 
to youth — to adult specialty shops only. 

Newport is America’s favorite menthol 
brand, and the second most popular cigarette 
overall, claims its producer, R. J. Re 5 molds. 
According to the Centers for Disease Con¬ 
trol, menthol is the style of choice for 88.5 
percent of African American smokers. 

“One thing we learned from paying 
attention to what the industry does and 
from advocates is there’s a real disparity 
in terms of menthol cigarette use, and that 
disparity tends to have ever 3 ^hing to do 
with the industry really targeting certain 
populations with advertising and market¬ 
ing,” says Robin Garwood, Gordon’s aide. 


R. J. Reynolds has opposed menthol bans 
in the past by framing them as a matter of 
civil rights. In January, the company spon¬ 
sored a community meeting at the Greater 
Friendship Missionary Baptist Church in 
Minneapolis, headlined by civil rights advo¬ 
cate and spokesman-for-hire Al Sharpton. 
It was called “Decriminalizing the Black 
Community,” with a focus on the banning 
of menthol cigarettes. Sharpton had been 
asked to host similar meetings in four dif¬ 
ferent cities. 

LaTrisha Vetaw, policy manager for the 
North Point Health and Wellness Center 
in Minneapolis, where most patients are 
African American, says she attended that 
meeting to prevent the hosts from spread¬ 
ing misinformation. 

“[Sharpton] was more of a prop to get 
people out,” she says. “They used the 
numbers of African Americans who use 
menthol as the lure. They were saying if 
menthol were banned, police were going 


to be attacking black men, if they had a 
cigarette police would be attacking them.... 
They use some crazy scare tactics all the 
time for these things.” 

Vetaw believes race will definitely be used 
again as the Minneapolis ordinance nears 
passage. She hilly expects that convenience 
store chains and small businesses will gripe 
about losing millions in sales. 

These things were all said before, when 
the city was trying to restrict flavored 


tobacco, she says, and there was no eco¬ 
nomic Armageddon. 

Garwood is very clear: The proposed 
ordinance will have no criminalizing effect 
on smokers of menthol cigarettes because 
it would only regulate sellers. Police will 
not be pulling people over, checking to see 
what brands they’re smoking. 

The city has yet to release a draft of the 
ordinance, but a public meeting is planned 
for July 24. -susan du

THEGOOD 

Target (Rank No. 38, $69.5 billion in rev¬ 
enue): Since ousting CEO Gregg Stein- 
hafel (an opponent of gay rights), Target 
affirmed that transgender customers would 
be allowed in the bathroom of their choice, 
sendingknuckle-draggers in search of stores 
more open-minded toward bigotry. 

Supervalu (No. 158, $17.5 billion): The 
money traders behind Cub and Rainbow 
have tense relations with their unions. But 
at least they have unions, unlike a lot of 
too-cool co-ops or the invading Hy-Vees. 

Ecolab (No. 211, $13.1 billion): A behe¬ 
moth trafficking in the international chemi¬ 
cal market sounds like a scandal waiting to 
happen. We’re still waiting. Yet the proud 
‘"nerds” at Ecolab like keeping things clean. 

C.H. Robinson (No. 212, $13.1 billion): 
This global shipping and logistics company 
quietly moves tons of products from points 
A to points B, tangibly improving consum¬ 
ers’ lives. Way more than can be said for 
others on this list. 

Thrivent Financial (No. 316, $8.7billion): 
Anonprofit money manager where the CEO 
makes pennies compared to other financial 
executives? It’s a miracle. Where Jesus 
would’ve banked, if he was into money. 

THEBAD 

CHS (No. 93, $30.3 billion): In 2014, the 
feds sued to stop a joint venture between 
ConAgra, Cargill, Horizon, and CHS, 
the biggest farmer-rancher cooperative 
in America, alleging that it would have 
smothered competition in the wheat market 
from Los Angeles to Minneapolis. Picture 
your wheat farmer wearing that Monopoly 
guy’s top hat. 


US Bancorp (No. 125, $22.7 billion): In 
2014, US Bank repaid $48 million after 
billing customers for credit and identity 
protection “services” they didn’t sign up 
for, and in many cases didn’t receive. 

Land O’ Lakes (No. 209, $13.2 billion): 
Last year, a consortium of farmer-owned 
dairy co-ops—including Land O’Lakes— 
setded aprice-fixinglawsuit for $52 million. 
Their business plan: driving down supply 
by killing some 500,000 dairy cows. 

Ameriprise Financial (No. 239, $11.7 
billion): If you judge a business by how it 
treats employees, be wary of Ameriprise. 
In 2011, employees sued their own firm 
for shoddy handling of company 401(k)s, 
accusing Ameriprise of using its plans to buy 
crappy, overpriced stocks that Ameriprise 
held in its own portfolio. The company 
settled for $27.5 million. 

Xcel Energy (No. 256, $11.1 billion): Xcel 
and its platoon of lobb34sts always seem to 
get their way. In May, the state approved a 
$244 million rate hike that runs through 
2020. That’s around the time Xcel will come 
back for more, making everyone pay for its 
new natural gas plant, which the legisla¬ 
ture approved this year, cutting out state 
agency oversight. Oh, to be a “regulated” 
monopoly. 

St. Jude Medical Inc. (No. 434, $6 bil¬ 
lion): This’ll be the last year Minnesota can 
claim St. Jude, which has been acquired 
by Illinois’ Abbot Laboratories. Good rid¬ 
dance. St. Jude made life-saving products 
(defibrillators and pacemakers), but also 
spent millions lobbying for repeal of the 
medical device tax, and bought up politi¬ 
cians like GOP Rep. Erik Paulsen until at 
last, and at your expense, it got its way. 


Patterson Companies (No. 466, $5.5 
billion): Last year, Texas database security 
expert Justin Shafer found an unprotected 
cache containing 22,000 patients’ dental 
records, names and all. He tried telling 
Patterson, parent company of the software 
firm with a gaping hole in its files. In a 
masterfully underhanded ass-covering 
move, Patterson turned Shafer in to the 
FBI, which raided his home. No charges 
were filed. 

THE UGLY 

UnitedHealth (No. 6, $184.8 billion): In May, 
the Department of Justice sued the insur¬ 
ance giant, alleging it had fudged records 
of Medicare patients to make them look 
sicker, and thus charge more. The move 
rerouted hundreds of millions of taxpayer 
dollars into the pockets of executives and 
shareholders. 

Best Buy (No. 72, $39.4 billion): Busted 
gadgets from Best Buys across the country 
are flown to a huge facility in Kentucky, 
where techs are accused of cutting side 
deals with the FBI. According to a recent 
lawsuit, the feds asked the geeks to fish 
through people’s files, which they happily 
did for as little as $500 or $1,000. Next 
time your laptop fails, consider a hammer. 

3M (No. 94, $30.9 billion): Rid your mind 
of the image of quirky geeks inventing 
Scotch tape and the Post-it Note. 3M has 
been sued for contaminating water with 
potentially cancer-causing chemicals in 
New York, Alabama, and Minnesota. State 
Attorney General Lori Swanson has already 
spent seven years in court, accusing 3M of 
exposing upward of 125,000 Twin Cities 
residents to these chemicals long after the 
company knew the risks.

General Mills (No. 165, $16.5 billion): In 
2014, the corporation snuck language onto 
its website that said anyone who down¬ 
loaded coupons, joined a sweepstakes, or 
even “liked” a company Facebook page 
was waiving their right to sue the com¬ 
pany. The company backed off, saying it 
had been “misunderstood,” and was only 
seeking a “cost-effective means of resolv¬ 
ing disputes.” 

Hormel (No. 295, $9.5 billion): Hormel’s 
having trouble keeping up in the Asian 
market because many of its suppliers give 
piglets a growth-inducing drug banned in 
China. (China!) Hormel’s environmental 
record is also shitty, literally: It’s among the 
pork producers exploiting lax regulations 
in Iowa, where hog manure fertilizer is 
allowed to run off farmland and right into 
people’s drinking water. 

Mosaic Company (No. 377, $7.1 billion): 
Mosaic mines for potash and phosphate, 
crop fertilizers that can contaminate sur¬ 
rounding air and water. Sometimes they cut 
out the middleman: In Florida, Mosaic has 
run afoul of EPA standards for air pollution 
(in 2013) and water pollution (2015). It has 
also agreed to spend $2 billion and clean up 
60 billion pounds of hazardous waste. 03

FINDING GAY SUBURBIA 
HEAVEN IN GOLDEN VALLEY

T his love story begins in the basement 
of a St. Paul church. 

Larry Fonnest, a Thief River Falls 
native, was single and lived with his 
dog in a house in Como Park. Jim Nepp, 
who hailed from Austin, Minnesota, 
and lived in a northeast Minneapolis townhouse, was 
also a bachelor. Each considered himself somewhat 
bashful. Neither was the type to go out of his way to 
make conversation or seek connection with a stranger. 

On a Tuesday night, the two volunteers were seated 
across from one another, stuffing envelopes for the “It’s 
Time Minnesota” campaign. Over the course of the 
evening, preparing literature that implored Minnesotans 
to vote down a measure repealing rights for LGBTQ public 
employees, Fonnest and Nepp struck up a conversation. 

That night began a courtship that lasted for five 
years before the two decided to move in together. But 
where? Fonnest worked in St. Paul. Nepp worked in 
Minneapolis. They would try to split the difference, 
looking in St. Anthony, Roseville, and Highland Park. 
About 100 houses and no sale later. Golden Valley 
appeared on the radar. 

Fonnest had read an article trumpeting the western 
suburb’s proximity to downtown Minneapolis and its

Minneapolis three years ago, trading city 
life for more square footage. They looked 
at homes in Edina, Richfield, and Golden 
Valley, where they met would-be neighbors. 

“It was fantastic,” Robinson says. “A 
diverse group of people, a younger group 
of people, a couple of gay couples, some 
just-married couples. It was great to see 
that and feel how all these people were 
really excited to be where they were, and 
be a part of this community.” 

Last year’s inaugural local Pride Festival 
attracted some 3,000 attendees. Despite 
mercurial skies, this year’s festival quickly 
drew 1,000. They sifted through the 
menagerie of food trucks and booths set 
up by the Girl Scouts, Valley Community 
Presb 5 d:erian Church, and Clare Housing, 
which provides services and affordable 
housing to those living with and affected 
by HIV/AIDS. 

The biggest crowds would materialize 
in a few hours, ushered in by beams of 
sunshine breaking through cracks in the 
overcast sky. 

Among those soaking it all in was Lisa 
Nordeen, a resident of Golden Valley for 
the last four and a half years. Nordeen’s 
move from north Minneapolis to the suburb 
accomplished two things: cohabitation 
with her girlfriend and bidding adieu 
to what she describes as the big city’s 
indifferent hubris. 


T he second annual Golden Valley 
Pride Festival on Sunday, June 
11, commenced with thunder that 
roared like battleship guns and hail pelting 
the lawns of Brookview Park. Teams of 
volunteers, who arrived at the location 
as early as 7:30 a.m., made sure the event 
would go off as planned. As the winds 
ripped, they tightened their hold on the 
village of exhibitor tents and community 
group tables. 

One of the volunteers was Christopher 
Robinson. The 45-year-old Robinson and his 
partner, Jonathan Yeomans, bailed on south 


low taxes. The couple’s 
curiosity was further 
stoked when they 
went to dinner at a gay 
couple’s home there. 

The fairway-like lawns 
and open floor plans 
felt like freedom. 

Fonnest and Nepp 
soon found a place of 
their own in Golden 
Valley’s Dawnview 
Acres neighborhood. 

Twenty-one years later, 

Nepp hasn’t forgotten 
one particular moment 
at the closing table in 
1996. 

“They must have 
known by this point we 
were a gay couple, and 
[the seller] turned to me 
and said. You’re going 
to be welcomed here,”’ 

Nepp says. “There 
was some trepidation 
about moving out to 
the suburbs. He was 
sending a message.” 

Shortly after moving 
in, Fonnest and Nepp 
learned that another gay couple lived a 
couple houses away across the street. At 
another house just down from that one 
lived a single gay man. Nepp fast made 
acquaintances on the bus commute into 
Minneapolis with another gay Golden 
Valley resident. These were in addition 
to the handful of gay friends they knew 
in the suburb prior to moving. It wasn’t 
long before the couple realized how the 
numbers were adding up. 

“So we come to find out they’re all 
around us ever 5 where,” says Fonnest, with 
a laugh. ‘What can we say? Golden Valley 
is where gay couples go to settle down.” 

According to census data from UCLA’s 
Williams Institute, Fonnest is right. 
There are more gay couples, married or 
unmarried, living in Golden Valley per 
capita than any other city in Minnesota.

“I call it an urban arrogance,” says 
Nordeen. ‘Whereas Golden Valley has 
that friendly neighborly kind of vibe. You 
eliminate formality and you create living 
space so that’s really desirable for social 
settings. I think the queer community is 
really social, and the architecture with 
the yards and the opportunity for a patio 
or a deck plays into that.” 

Robinson says his heart will always be

in Minneapolis, “but you get to a certain 
point in life when you’re ready to take 
yourself out of the hustle and bustle.” 

He admits that he’s torn. On one hand, 
he doesn’t want Golden Valley overrun 
by carpetbaggers like himself. On the 
other, he feels the desire to let others 
know about this place with an energy 
all its own. 

“I feel like Golden Valley is this 
undiscovered gem,” he says. “I kind of 
want to keep it to ourselves.” 

DOWN IN LAVENDER VALLEY 

or a longtime, suburban life has been 
synonymous with stifling conven¬ 
tionality; a bastion of blandness on 
its good days, an all-out assault on non¬ 
conformity at its worst. 

“The suburbs were scary,” says Golden 
Valley resident and attorney Jonathan 
Burris. “As a gay man, I can tell you, 
you were worried about going out there

and being scalped by some guy on a 
motorcycle.” 

Golden Valley was different. 

Back in the ’80s and ’90s, says Burris, 
the suburb was known as “Lavender 
Valley” by members of the local LGBTQ 
community. “There seemed to be an exodus 
of community folks, couples mostly, from 
the urban core/‘Gay Ghetto’ west to the 
near-downtown suburb,” he says. “It laid 
the foundation for Golden Valley as a place 
where you could live your life privately 
and people didn’t really much care who 
you were sleeping with. 

‘You didn’t have somebody standing 
there rolling out the welcome mat or 
an 5 Thing for you. It was an energy thing, 
back then, all the way until now. You could 
start a family, however you defined it, and 
people minded their own business. You 
didn’t have people yelling out the window 
about some ‘dyke haircut.’” 

Burris reckons he knew about 10 gay 
people who lived in the suburb when 
he first arrived. Today, he estimates the 
number is closer to 300. 

That tradition of inclusivity carried 
through the next few decades. In 2010, 
Golden Valley became the seventh 
municipality in the state to pass a domestic 
partner registry. While largely a S 5 mibolic 
measure, the unanimous City Council 
vote effectively opened filing cabinets for 
couples to document their relationships, 
which could help in securing benefits from 
employers and businesses. 

Not everyone came to Golden Valley 
seeking refuge from an unfriendly world. 

“I landed in Golden Valley totally by 
chance,” says Jacqueline Day, who moved 
to the suburb in 1981. “Finding my first

house here was just about getting my feet 
on the ground more than anything else. It 
had nothing to do with any reason other 
than it was close to downtown, and it was 
green, and I was attracted to Wirth Park.” 

Day still lives in Golden Valley, in a 
house she bought with wife Carol Bemis 
in 2007, and says the neighborhoods, the 
architecture of the housing, the parks— 
those are the reasons most people move

there. ‘It’s not necessarily because they 
want to be in this [gay] community.” 

Yet word-of-mouth has helped shape 
the community all the same. One friendly 
chat at a time, residents advertise that 
Golden Valley is a welcoming locale. Nepp 
and husband Fonnest, who was elected to 
the Golden Valley City Council in 2013, 
pride themselves on being proactive 
ambassadors for the suburb. They were 
the seventh couple to register under the 
city’s domestic partner registry. 

“Just recently,” Nepp says, “we had a 
house go up for sale in the neighborhood. 
We immediately made a phone call to a 
[gay] couple that had brunch with us in 
Golden Valley. They looked at it and they 
bought it.” 

The couple had dinner at another 
couple’s home in Fridley. They, too, were

looking for a new place to call home. 

“We told them about this open house 
in Golden Valley. They went there that 
same day and bought it,” says Fonnest. 
“We’ve helped people get connected.” 

OUT TOGETHER 

T oward the end of the row of the 
Golden Valley Pride Festival exhibi¬ 
tors, Harry Hartigan pitches Prime 
Timers, a nonprofit that promotes social 
activities for older gay and bisexual men. 

When Minneapolis hosts its two-day 
Pride bash, Hartigan will be in attendance 
doing the same. But the 69-year-old 
Minneapolis resident much prefers Golden 
Valley’s event to that of its larger neighbor 
to the east. 

“It’s my understanding now Golden 
Valley has a rather large gay and lesbian 
community, which I didn’t know much 
about,” says Hartigan. “Coming to this 
event, now for the second time, there are a 
lot of people out. That’s what’s impressed 
me the most, and they’ve done it without 
a whole lot of advertising.” 

Something else has impressed Hartigan 
too. It’s the vibe on the grounds today, an 
energy that resonates much differently 
than that inside the City of Lakes. 

“The people seem to be much more open 
here,” he says. “When you work Pride in 
the city [of Minneapolis] like I’ve done for 
18 years, they’ll walk by and don’t want 
to talk to you. They’ll take your candy. 
But they don’t want to have a dialogue.” 

He says the Golden Valley Pride Festival 
feels more welcoming, friendlier. 

“Here it feels like community. Here you 
feel like you can connect with people.” 03

Finding space to drink beer and be queer in the Twin Cities

C omingoutfor Grant Meidal meant 
ending a 29-year marriage, leav¬ 
ing four children in California, 
and saying goodbye a long career 
in the church. ‘T thought, T’m wrecked 
now,’” he says. 

Meidal came to Minneapolis in 2010 
alone and in need of community. The 
connections he made in gay bars felt 
superficial, so he turned to the internet 
for help. And beer. 

Within the world of craft beer, Meidal 
carved out a space for queer men to connect 
meaningfully. He created a weekly event 
in the MeetUp app calling gay, hi, and 
trans male-identified folk to join him for 
a beer. Meidal hoped the group, which he 
dubbed Boys & Brews, would become a 
haven for queer guys looking for friendship 
and community. 


Boys & Brews is two years old now, a 
firmly established group in the Minneapolis 
queer community. More than 250 people 
have taken part, and a dozen are regular 
attendees. 

H countonittogetme through the week,” 
says Paul Winslow. ‘The group has become 
more of a brotherhood.” 

In contrast to the “meat market” Meidal 
experienced at some gay bars, craft beer 
taprooms are unassumingvenues. They tend 
to be more low-key, and there’s something 
about a carefully concocted brew—like how 
you drink it—that’s different from shots 
and rail drinks. 

“It was really great to be authentic and 
to come out, but the gay community has 
not been an easy place to realize that part 
of myself,” Meidal says. “I’ve struggled 
with that, and I think Boys & Brews has 
been an outcome of me finding something 
I love to do and sharing that with others.” 


Boys & Brews brings together a diverse 
group ranging in age, interests, professions, 
and length of time they’ve been out. 
Every Wednesday night, they line up 
outside L 3 mLake brewery, ready for the 
doors to open at 5. The drinking buddies’ 
conversations can range from small talk 
to sex lives; with a bit of social lubricant, 
every topic surfaces. 

Meidal says in his experience running 
Boys & Brews, brewers care more about what 
you think of their beer than they do about 
your sex life. Besides, many breweries have 
a bit of a wild side to them an 3 rway, he says. 

“You see all the beards and stuff, and 
that seems overly masculine, but then I’d 
see videos that [a brewery] would post 
online, and they’d be dancing on the bar. 
In my day, it would have been so risky to 
dance and move like that and to act in... a 
feminine way,” says Meidal. “But there’s no 
stereotyping for these guys—they’re having

fun. And I think that’s been the welcome 
card for me: ‘Come as you are and dance 
on the bar; we don’t have an expectation, 
because we’re just being ourselves.’ I’ve 
always hoped that’s what life could be like.” 

You’ll often find Meidal at LynLake 
Brewery, but he makes his way around 
the metro area in search of more come-as- 
you-are taprooms. Some of his favorites 
are Dangerous Man, Able Seedhouse, 
and HeadFlyer.

‘WE THUMB OUR NOSES 
AT THE MAINSTREAM’ 


T O be female in the brewing industry 
is rare enough. To also be queer 
makes for an even more uncom¬ 
mon combination, but it’s not something 
either woman in the Urban Growler duo 
chooses to highlight. For Deb Loch and 
Jill Pavlak, sex and identity are non-issues. 

All they care about is their customers 
enjoying the food, beer, and conversation. 

Loch, master brewer, started Urban 
Growler with engineering experience 
and a passion for making beer worth 
drinking. Pavlak, co-owner, brought to 
the table both business ownership and 
restaurant experience, including time 
with the Longfellow Grill and the Lowry. 

They want their St. Paul taproom to be 
welcoming to anyone. They typically keep 
the temperature warmer, in consideration 
of most women’s slower metabolism; there 
are purse hooks for their convenience. 
There’s even housemade lemonade for 
the non-beer crowd. 

That the two of them downplay their 
identities doesn’t keep the community 
from supporting them. Pavlak recalls 
the increased business they got on 
International Women’s Day, including 
men who raised a recently purchased 
growler to her in a “cheers.” One man 
told Pavlak he dropped in to buy his 
growler that day in solidarity with a 
women-owned business. 

Loch believes beer is inherently social 
and experiential, and that it tastes better 
when shared, which is why the brewing 
world is so welcoming to marginalized 
groups. 

“We truly believe we have more in 
common with people than we differ,” 
Pavlak says. ‘We just want to be respected 


and known for good food and good beer.” 

For Kathleen Culhane, former owner 
and brewer of east St. Paul’s Sidhe 
Brewing, being a beer drinker is one of 
the few mainstream facets of her identity. 
She’s trans- and queer-identified, Wiccan, 
and a woman — as rare an assortment 
of characteristics as it gets for a head 
brewer. 

At the same time, Culhane sees it as part 
of the culture. “There’s a strong stripe of 
individualism in the industry,” she says. 
“We thumb our noses at the mainstream.” 

Being trans makes Culhane more 
attuned to how a safe space should

operate. In her forthcoming Culhane 
Brewing taproom in Lowertown St. 
Paul, Culhane will build a bathroom 
trans people can use without fear. Beyond 
the bathrooms, Culhane believes the 
queer-friendly culture will fall into place 
naturally. When the only rule is don’t be 
a jerk, being homophobic or transphobic 
simply isn’t on the table. 

And a comfortable space puts the focus 
back where it belongs: on the beer. In 
both flavor and ABV, Culhane’s beer at 
Sidhe, and her future brews at Culhane 
Brewing, are intentionally approachable. 
For everyone. “Beer is the connector.” 03

UP AND 
AT’EM 

Now open: Rise Bagel Co. 
in the North Loop 

W hat’s a trendy neighbor¬ 
hood without a purveyor 
of organic, artisanal bagels? 
Since Rise Bagel 
Company swung open its doors, the 
North Loop may never be dogged by 
that question again. 

On Saturday, June 10, the homegrown 
bagel operation upgraded to a permanent 
storefront after years of selling at the 
Fulton Farmers Market and local pop- 
ups. Owners Jen and Kate Lloyd have 
made it their mission to bring handcrafted 
“old-world” bagels to the Twin Cities. 
We have suffered a shortage of bagel 
shops for too long. Let us heal. 

As you enter the spiffed-up former 
warehouse, a counter juts out to greet you, 
extending under glass the five prototypes 
of bagels on offer that day. Rise keeps 
the lineup rustic and familiar: sesame, 
poppyseed, 
plain, 

salt, and 
everything. 

One bagel 
will run you 
$1.75; it’s 
$3-$3.75 
for a bagel 
with cream 
cheese (including a vegan option!) and 
spreads. A half-dozen goes for $8.50, a 
full dozen, $16.50. They aren’t cheap, 
but then, their ingredients (organic) and 
methods (hand-made and then “rolled, 
boiled, topped on both sides, and baked”) 
aren’t cheap either. 

The bagel produced at Rise is not the 
dense bread-bomb of modern chain shops. 
It’s slimmer, crispy on the outside with 
a slight chew, and soft at the center. It 
makes for a balanced topping-to-bagel 
ratio. 

In addition to the straightforward 
bagel-and-shmear options. Rise serves 
a handful of breakfast and lunch 
sandwiches. Grab an egg and cheese 
for $5.50, or spring for the classic lox 
with cream cheese, capers, and onions 
for $12. We were quite taken with the 
inspired “Artisan” breakfast sammy, 
with egg, bacon, melty Havarti, arugula, 
rosemary butter, and apple mustard, a 
worthy treat at $8.

Open-faced sandwiches bring a little 
more fun to the menu, like the Pop Tart, 
topped with buttercream frosting, 
strawberry preserves, and, of course, 
sprinkles. For something completely 
outside the box, the Wonton takes a 
sesame bagel and loads it up with jalapeno 
cream cheese, sweet and sour sauce, hot 
mustard, and crushed wontons. Both 
items are $5. 

Lunch starts at 11 a.m. (breakfast, for 
the record, goes all day) and includes a 
tidy list of three sandwiches: smoked 
turkey, roast beef, and garden veggie, 
for $8-$9. Wash down your bagels with 
locally roasted coffee, organic tea, local 
soda, or Topo Chico bottled mineral 
water. 

And a touch to make you nostalgic for 
your favorite New York bagel shop: The 
sandwiches come wrapped in brown 
wax paper and sliced in two, paper and 
all. Go halfsies with a friend or save 
one half for later — if you can wait that

Bartmann and chef Asher Miller 
(Andrew Zimmern’s Canteen, Wolfgang 
Puck’s 20.21) plan to “respect the space’s 
French heritage while adding California 
influences and taking advantage of the 
existing wood-fire grill,” according to 
Thursday’s press release. They’re hoping 
to open this fall. 

This is not Bartmann’s first takeover 
of a Cafe Maude location. In 2013, the 
short-lived Maude outpost near Loring 
Park became Bartmann’s Third Bird (she’d 
go on to re-brand it as Bearcat and, now. 
The Bird). 

No word on what they’ll name the 
soon-to-be-former Cafe Maude, but 
the bistro will be missed. The deep 
south of Minneapolis is not known for 
cocktails and live music, two areas where 
Maude shines. Wood-fired meats and 
gourmet mac ’n’ cheese helped the self- 
dubbed “home of civilized leisure” live 
up to its motto. -JAY BOLLER

Being a globally recognized brand 
with a devoted fan base, ubiquitous 
merchandise, and a slate of film projects 
planned even beyond the foreseeable 
future, the Star Wars franchise seems 
to be without boundaries. Even so, 
earlier generations will recall a time 
when the galaxy far, far away was 
defined by ‘The Trilogy”: Star Wars 
(1977), The Empire Strikes Back (1980), 
and Return of the Jedi (1983).

Sam Elliott deals with mortality in The Hero

I t’s baffling that Sam Elliott never 
became a big-time leading man. The 
wolverine purr. The effortless charm. 
The acting chops rivaled only by 
the cookie duster mounted on his upper 
lip. This man deserves to have his name 
on a marquee—and with The Hero, he 
doesn’t let the opportunity go to waste. 

Elliott plays Lee Hayden, a washed-up 
Hollywood star best known for his iconic 
Western roles a few decades back. Acting 
gigs are few and far between these days, 
so he spends his time doing commercial 
voiceover work, eating tacos, and getting 
stoned with his buddy/drug dealer Jeremy 
(Nick Offerman). A visit to the doctor 
reveals an unfortunate biopsy result, 
and Lee must now come to terms with 


pancreatic cancer. How does he do that? 

He doesn’t. The actor acts, telling 
those close to him he has plans for a 
new movie rather than telling them the 
painful truth. He avoids scheduling oncol¬ 
ogy appointments. He starts dating a 
woman (Laura Prepon) half his age. But 
a lifetime achievement award from the 
Western Appreciation and Preservation 
Guild and a potential role in an upcom¬ 
ing blockbuster send Lee headlong into 
thoughts of his own mortality. 

Director Brett Haley reportedly wrote 
the movie for Elliott, and in ways. The 
Hero feels like nothing more than a 
vehicle for Elliott to display his con¬ 
siderable talents. The actor deftly runs 
the emotional gamut here: He manages 
to be both slick and goofy, he portrays 
drug use with refreshing realism, and he’s 


S5mipathetic when handling his perceived 
death sentence. When Lee needs to run 
lines for an audition, Elliott’s reading 
of the audition script is so potent that 
he transforms its stupid dialogue into 
something profound. 

The moment is a testament to both 
Elliott’s skill and the power of good 
acting in general. It’s hard to imagine 
anyone else playing the role, and in fact, 
Elliott’s effort here is so impressive that 
it alone makes the movie worth seeing. 
If anything. The Hero’s biggest flaw is 
that we don’t get enough of him. 

At 93 minutes, the movie runs quick, 
cruising through scenes that otherwise 
could have been compelling analyses of 
dying and regret. Krysten Ritter feels 
underutilized in her estranged-daughter 
subplot. Lee never hits an 5 rwhere close

to rock bottom. The Hero is shooting 
for the gravity of The Wrestler or Crazy 
Heart, but it’s never as cohesive or suc¬ 
cessful as a whole, because it doesn’t 
fully explore its own themes. Without 
Elliott handily carrying The Hero, there 
wouldn’t be too much distinguishing 
this movie from typical indie dramas. 

It’d be a cliche to say that this is the 
role Sam Elliott was born to play, and 
maybe cheating since it was made for 
him. But it’s also true. Elliott may still be 
remembered as a standout supporting 
actor, but The Hero proves he can lead 
with the best of them. 03

Action Sequence is one epic cartoony fight

A hero drops into the Avalon Theater, 
hanging from a helicopter. A bad 
guy gets impaled with a six-foot 
knife. A real live baby flies out of a 
bazooka. Thafs aU in just the opening credits 
oiActionSequence, an anarchic parody being 
staged for summer fun by In the Heart of 
the Beast Puppet and Mask Theatre. 

With a 5 o’clock shadow and some gnarly 
chest hair, Shelby Richardson plays ‘"Studs,” 
a pastiche of’80s action-movie protagonists 
(although what passes for a plot in Action 
Sequence makes Rambo look like Shake¬ 
speare). Basically, the show is just an excuse 
to let Richardson battle her way back and 
forth across the theater for an hour, leaving 
an astonishing wake of cardboard carnage. 

The ensemble-created spectacle, directed 
by Steve Ackerman with Lizz Windnagel, 
seats the audience facing sideways in the 
theater. You list a little to port due to the 
slanted floor, but that doesn’t matter, because 
you spend almost as much time looking left, 
right, backward, and up as you do looking 
forward. Richardson and seven puppeteers 
use all the available space and then some. 

Peter Rusk delivers hard-boiled narration 
from an onstage podium. When Richard¬ 
son speaks, it’s usually to deliver a punny 
groaner of a catchphrase. (“Knife to meet 
you!”) From the back of the auditorium, a 
dozenmusicians under the direction ofDrew 
Kellum perform an appropriately sweeping 
score, except when they’re covering Bob 
Seger’s “Holl 5 rwood Nights.” 

The nonstop production jumps from 
one showpiece to the next, as Richardson

battles cartoonish baddies who pursue 
her via planes, trains, and automobiles. 
There’s a long car chase that involves as 
many overturned fruit carts as you could 
possibly hope for, a face-off aboard a train 
that speeds around the auditorium at various 
scales, and a rope-bridge battle straight out 
oi Indiana Jones and the Temple of Doom. 

Making all this happen requires endless 
invention involving cardboard models and 
elaborate rigging. Just when you think there 
can’t be any more room for hidden props 
to drop from the ceiling, something else 
comes flying in. Eventually Richardson 
does battle with Satan himself, the dark 
lord towering in puppet form behind a 
fire-spitting minion. 

The best sequence, though, is a bar fight 
in which Richardson takes on a bunch of 
children. That sounds terrible on paper, 
but it’s all staged for laughs, and no one’s 
having more fun than Richardson’s young 
assailants, busting billiard cues and snarl¬ 
ing into a camera. When Studs slides one 
of the lil’ thugs down the bar, you know 
there’s going to be a fruit cart waiting for 
the kid to smash into. 

If the MPAA rated plays, Achon Sequence 
would get a PG for low-grade cussing and 
the constant wreaking ofvirtual havoc. Mid¬ 
elementary kids will love it, and they’ll be 
super jealous of the boy who gets to have a 
beer bottle shattered on his head. 03

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THE BIG TAKEOVER 

Taylor J has worked with some of hip-hop’s biggest names. Now he’s finally ready to release his debut album.

I t’s Friday after midnight, and the 
West Bank’s century-old Viking Bar 
is packed. Around 100 rap fans are 
gathered for the Young N Reckless 
hip-hop showcase, organized by Tavey 
Shaw-Martin, who runs the local blog 
Motivation to Hustle. We’ve already seen 
an eclectic group of Twin Cities MCs, 
including promising young lyricist Juice 
Lord and blunt street rapper Dubb P. Up 
now is the headliner, St. Paul’s Taylor J, 
wearing a red hoodie emblazoned with 
his catchphrase and signature adlib, 
“Takeeeooovvveeerrr”—with exactly 
that many e’s, o’s, v’s, and r’s. 

Taylor is the night’s most comfortable, 
fluid performer, the event’s most accom¬ 
plished artist. He’s released around a dozen 
mixtapes and EPs, worked out of three 
different states, and collaborated with a 
range of performers that includes trap-rap 
lord Gucci Mane, snarly L.A. vet Nipsey 
Hussle, and Next singer and Minneapolis 
native RL. And yet, the release of Taylor’s 
first proper studio album. Who Would’ve 
Thought, is still 48 hours away. For now, 
he’s Coolin Till My Album Drop, to bor¬ 
row the title of a new appetizer EP with 
remixes of tracks by hot MCs Kodak Black 
and Playboi Carti. 

On the phone two nights later, Taylor 
sounds confident about the buildup to the 
album set to drop the next day, which is 
also his 26th birthday. “We got so many 
people in tune, compared to other proj¬ 
ects,” he says. There may be lots of ways 
artists can get their music out these days, 
but still, nothing keeps fans listening like 
the release of an old-fashioned, full-length 
album. 

“Originally, Who Would’ve Thought was 
gonna be a mixtape,” Taylor says. “I was 
just working on another mixtape. I was just 
working on music. I had this goal in my head 
of doing a certain amount of projects this 
year, like once every quarter. As I started 
working on it, hearing the music that was 
coming out during the recording process, it 
was making me feel like it was going to be 
a bigger moment. I just started realizing I 
was at a bigger point in my career.” 
Taylor has been working on that career 


since he was fresh out of Como Park High 
School eight years ago. “I was always try¬ 
ing to get the music shit going,” he says. 
He moved to Las Vegas in 2009, where he 
says he learned a lot about life. 

But Taylor wanted to be at the center of 
the rap world, and Vegas ain’t it. Atlanta— 
not NYC, not Chicago, not L.A.—is now the 
genre’s capital city, producing more stars, 
influential styles, and opportunities for 
artists than an 5 where else, so that’s where 
Taylor headed in 2012. Immediately, he 
faced challenges. 

“As soon as I got there, ever34hingwent 
downhill terribly,” he remembers. His car 
overheated and broke down. Later, he was 
kicked out of his apartment. “We had 
nowhere to go, no vehicle, no money, no 
nothing. That was a key point, just learning 
how to survive.” He was “getting condi¬ 
tioned for bullshit,” he says, which has 
helped him ever since. 


Things eventually started looking up, 
and about six months later, Taylor signed 
with Big Play Entertainment. “My time at 
that label is when I learned a lot of shit, 
too,” Taylor says. “That’s when I made a 
lot of connections, meeting other artists, 
promoters, producers, DJs—connecting 
the dots. That changed ever34hing. I went 
from not knowing how I’m going to live 
in Atlanta to doing real good in the city.” 

He returned to Minnesota in 2014 as his 
contract with Big Play was ending, and the 
following year he released a mixtape, 1991, 
and an EP, Central Ave, on his own label, 
Scenious Entertainment. But Taylor’s 2016 
would be even more fruitful. 

He started working on new music with 
producer Lex Luger, the onetime teen¬ 
age prodigy and architect of the bruising, 
influential trap sound of releases like Waka 
Flocka Flame’s 2010 street classic Flocka- 
veli who went on to produce hits by Jay Z, 


Kanye, and Rick Ross. Taylor’s first project 
with Lex, last December’s The 91 Family, 
was an eight-song EP that racked up 4,500 
downloads on DatPiff 

“When I work with Lex, I feel like I’m 
working with a professional,” he says. “Lex 
got that experience of doing things on a 
professional level. It makes me work harder. 
When you work with someone on a par¬ 
ticular level, you gotta meet them halfway.” 

The 91 Family Ft 2 is in the works. Lex 
has shared his excitement about the project 
with his 300,000 Twitter followers, and 
Taylor agrees that it’s going to be stronger 
than the first installment. “The music’s 
bigger, the sound’s bigger,” he says. “We 
have something to build off from part one. 
There’s a stronger connection because this 
ain’t the first time we’ve worked together.” 

Taylor has previously released fiill-length 
mixtapes that were of album quality, but 
Who Would’ve Thought is more cohesive 
than even the best of those projects. There 
are no Lex beats on the album. Instead, 
Kentucky duo Ric & Thadeus, L.A.’s Red 
Drum Beatz, and Taylor’s day-one friend 
and fellow St. Paul native Kush2x handle 
most of the production. Their instrumentals 
tend to be chilled and vaporous in a way 
Lex’s beats aren’t, though the/re still hard¬ 
hitting. And Taylor is telling his story more 
memorably than ever. His knack for effort¬ 
lessly melodic flows is evident ever 5 where, 
and some moments are particularly lyrical 
and introspective. “Impossible,” where he 
recounts meeting Andre 3000 and other 
experiences he had in Atlanta, is one of the 
album’s more personal songs, and one of 
the most affecting. 

The cover art for Who Would’ve Thought 
is a grainy old photo of Taylor on Christmas 
morning at his grandma’s house, wear¬ 
ing pro-wrestling fan gear and clutching 
a mock championship belt. “One day, my 
dad had posted the picture on Facebook 
randomly,” he says. “I had the concept in 
my head for the artwork—I was going to 
use an old picture of myself I wanted that 
stage of my life to look like it didn’t add up 
to where I am today.” 

Though his music career isn’t something 
anyone predicted for Taylor at that time, 
the work he’s put in since then has made 
his present-day takeover inevitable. 03

CHRISTIAN SANDS TRIO 

DAKOTA, WEDNESDAY 6.21 
Pianist Christian Sands, still flying a bit 
under the radar at age 27, appears poised to 
grab the spotlight with his fine new album. 
Reach. A protegee of Dr. Billy Taylor, Sands 
has had notable stints with Los Hombres 
Calientes, Bobby Sanabria’s Afro-Cuban 
band, and bassist Christian McBride, who 
co-produced Eeach. Sands leads his core 
trio (bassist Yasushi Nakamura, drummer 
Marcus Baylor—replaced on tour by Jerome 
Jennings) through an eclectic set of strik¬ 
ing originals and two curious covers. Bill 
Withers’ ‘'Use Me” gets a melting-blues 
treatment, featuring a dazzling guitar 
sprint from guest Gilad Hekselman and 
a Sands gospel-bop reverie, and the trio 
reimagines the Linda Ronstadt-James 
Ingram duet “Somewhere Out There” as 
a melodically rich but restless jazz ballad.

Though their music is often burly and on 
the slower side of things, the mighty Los 
Angeles-via-Seattle band Big Business 
are reluctant to concede that they make 
“sludge” or “stoner” metal. Founded by 
singer/bassist Jared Warren and drum¬ 
mer Coady Willis, who have also been 
members of the Melvins since 2006, they 
feel their musicianship is more varied than 
it’s given credit for. It’s easy to see where 
they’re coming from: Over the past decade 
and change, they’ve been equally apt to

ASLEEP AT THE WHEEL 

MINNESOTA ZOO, SUNDAY 6.25 
Ray Benson has been at the helm of Asleep 
at the Wheel (and mostly alert) for nigh 
on a half-century, spreading the Western 
swing gospel of Bob Wills and His Texas 
Playboys. Since the 1970s, when the band 
often regaled the faithful from the stage of 
Austin’s Armadillo World Headquarters, 
Benson and a frequently evolving lineup 
(now having run through upward of 80 
musicians) have kept alive the Western 
swing tradition—a dancehall fusion of 
jazz, jump blues, country, and folk—with 
a mix of humor, superb musicianship, 
and outstanding showmanship. 2015’s 
Still the King, AATW’s third specific 
tribute to Wills, is a characteristically 
rollicking jaunt through WS nuggets, 
its multi-generational guest list ranging 
from original Playboy Leon Rausch to 
the Avett Brothers. Hardcore country 
traditionalist Dale Watson opens, and he 
and Benson are sure to run through tunes 
from their January collaboration Dale St 
Ray, a thoroughly engaging Texas charmer 
with tributes to Merle Haggard and Buck 
Owens. $40.

KING CRIMSON 

STATE THEATRE, MONDAY 6.26 
The venerable prog-rock band King Crim¬ 
son has been pronounced dead numerous 
times over the past five decades, only 
to stagger back into action, typically 
in prime form, after a Frankensteinian 
jolt from founder Robert Fripp. Fripp’s 
guitar work pushes classical technique 
to the fringes of experimental rock, and 
as KC’s presiding monarch since its 
groundbreaking 1969 debut. In the Court 
of the Crimson King, he’s seen waves of 
musicians pass through the band. The 
current lineup, which he calls a double 


quartet, features three drummers plus 
additional personnel drawn from vari¬ 
ous KC incarnations: bassist Tony Levin, 
saxophonist Mel Collins, vocalist Jakko 
Jakszyk, and multi-instrumentalist Bill 
Reiflin. Crimson has issued a series of 
live sets in recent years, including 2016’s 
massive Radical Action to Unseat the Hold 
of Monkey Mind, and this month the 
band released Heroes—Live In Europe, 
2016, an EP featuring the David Bowie 
classic, which Fripp played guitar on 
in 1977, proving court is definitely back 
in session. $39.50-$129.50.7:30p.m.

(Sandy) Alex G, the Philly singer-song¬ 
writer formerly known as just Alex G, 
is a unique product of the 2010s. He 
first developed a cultish YouTube and 
Bandcamp following, then grew that fan 
base with acoustic songs reminiscent of 
Elliott Smith, though with a weirder, 
more experimental side to him that sign¬ 
ing with the famed indie label Domino 
in 2015 hasn’t diminished. Last year, he 
found a new audience after adding guitar 
and arrangements to two songs on Frank 
Ocean’s Blonde, “Self Control” and ‘White 
Ferrari.” And this spring he returned with 
Rocket, a kitchen-sink affair that ranges 
from lo-fi hardcore punk to banjo-picking 
alt-country, though his Smith influence 
can still be heard on a straightforward 
earworm like “Proud.”

I Fm monogamous and have an avoid- 

I ant attachment style. Fve been seeing 
A a gay I really like. He’s just my type, 
the kind of person Fve been looking for my 
whole life. Thing is, he’s in an open relation¬ 
ship with someone he’s been with for most 
of his adult life. He was sneaky—he didn’t 
reveal he was in an open relationship until the 
second date, but by then I was infatuated and 
felt like I wasn’t in control of my actions. So 
what Fve learned is that 
poly couples often seek out 
others to create NRE or 
‘'new relationship energy,” 
which may help save their 
relationship in the long 
run. I was deeply hurt to 
learn about NRE. What 
about the people who are 
dragged into a situation 
by some charmer in an 
attempt to breathe new 
life into a stale relation¬ 
ship? How cani reconcile 
the fact that Fve fallen for 
someone who sees me as 
a tool to be discarded once the excitement 
wears off? I know we all have a choice, but 
we also know what it’s like to be infatuated 
by someone who seems perfect. I feel like 
such a loser. 

SOBBING HERE AND MAKING ERRORS 

‘‘One of life’s hardest lessons is this: Two 
people can be absolutely crazy in love with 
each other and still not be good partners,” 
said Franklin Veaux, coauthor of More Than 
Two:A Practical Guide to EthicalPolyamory. 
“The best thing to do is acknowledge that 
you’re incompatible and go your separate 
ways. It hurts and it sucks, but there it is.” 

This perfect, sneaky guy who makes you 
feel like a loser and a hussy? He told you 
he was in an open relationship on your 
second date. You knew he wasn’t “your 
t 5 ^e” or “perfect” for you, and you needed 
to go your separate ways at that point. And 
I’m not buying your excuse (“I was too 
infatuated!”). What if he had revealed that 
he was a recreational bed wetter? Or a serial 
killer? Or Jeffrey Lord? Or all of the above? 
Surely you would’ve dumped him then. 

Veaux advocates ethical polyamory— 
it’s right there in the title of his book— 
and he thinks this guy did you wrong 
by not disclosing his partner’s existence 
right away. “Making a nonmonogamous 
relationship work requires a commitment to 


communication, honesty, and transparency,” 
said Veaux. “Concealingthe fact that you’re 
in a relationship is abig violation of all three.” 

I have a slightly different take. Straight 
women in open relationships have an easier 
time findingmen willingto fuck and/or date 
them; their straight male counterparts have a 
much more difficult time. Stigma and double 
standards are at work here and waiting to 
disclose the fact that you’re poly (or kinky 
or HIV-positive or a cammer) is a reaction 
to/work-around for 
that. It’s also a violation 
of poly best practices, 
like Veaux says, but the 
stigma is a violation, 
too. Waiting to disclose 
your partner, kink, HIV 
status, etc., can prompt 
the other person to weigh 
their assumptions and 
prejudices against the 
living, breathing person 
they’ve come to know. 
Still, disclosure needs 
to come within a date or 
two, so the other person 
can bail if poly/kinky/poz is a deal-breaker. 

As for that new relationship energy stuff... 

“There are, in truth, polyamorous people 
who are NRE junkies,” said Veaux. “Men 
and women who chase new relationships 
in pursuit of that emotional fix. They’re 
not very common, but they do exist, and 
alas they tend to leave a lot of destruction 
in their wake.” 

But your assumptions about how NRE 
works are wrong, SHAME. Seeing your 
partner in the throes of NRE doesn’t 
bring the primary couple closer together; 
it often places a strain on the relationship. 
It’s something a poly person experiences 
with a new partner, not something a poly 
person enjoys with an established one. 

I’U give the final word to our guest expert... 

“Having an avoidant attachment style 
complicates things, because one of the things 
that can go along with avoidant attachment 
is idealizing partners who are inaccessible 
or unavailable,” said Veaux. “That can make 
it harder to let go. But if you’re radically 
incompatible with the person you love, 
letting go is likely your only healthy choice. 
Good luck!”
